The situation of the 
Rumanian 
armies defending Bucharest appears 
increasingly critical. 
Only to the 
northwest of the capital do the Ru- 
manian lines seem to be holding at 
all firmly and even here the capture 
of Curtea de Arges, on the Argenchu 
river, although that point is eighty 
miles distant from Bucharest, seems 
to indicate a weakening of the Ru- 
manian resistance in this direction. 
On the southwi^st the peril is immi- 
nent with the enveloping movement 
of the central powers placing their 
forces within 
forty miles of 
the 
capital. 


News ¿»ispatches have reported the 
Rumanian 
government and diplo- 
matic officers leaving Bucharest for 
Jassy, 200 miles northeast of the 
capital, near the Russian frontier. 


The rapid progress made by Gen- 
eral von Falkenhayn's armies mov- 
ing east in Rumania, of course, has 
been largely made possible by the 
operation of thè Danut?« forces un- 
der Field Marshal von Mackensen. 
Flanked out of the Alt valley posi- 
tion by the crossing "of the river at 
Zimnitza, the Rumanian line along 
the Vedea running diagonally north- 
west from the Danube, likewise is 
imperiled by the Teutonic occupation 
of Giurgiu, an advance from which 
would quickly compel a Rumanian 
retreat. 
It still remains to be de- 
veloped in flanking the Rumanians 
out of their positions to be continued' 
by other crossings of the Danube 
still further east. 


The southern 
bank is held by 
troops of the central powers to a 
point toward Tchernavado. The re- 
treat of the Rumanians near the de- 
fense of Bucharest is already under 
way and is a precipitate one is in- 
dicated by today's German official 
statement which announces a disor- 
derly retirement of the Rumanian 
forces along the Wallachian front 
before 
General 
von 
Falkenhayn's 
steady advance. 


With the exception of the Ruman- 
ian front none is more active at 
present than the Macecionian. What- 
ever may have been the result of 
the heavy fighting there regarding 
which 
German 
and 
entente 
ac- 
counts disagree, the allied armies 
do not appear to have slackened the 
force of their offensive in the Mon- 
astir region.

German Monarch Changes 
Plan to Attend Francis 
Joseph's Funeral. 


Amsterdam, Nov.''20.—A Berlin offi- 
cial telegram says that the German em- 
l)pror arrived in Vienna in the forenoon 
vesterday, but left the city in the even- 
ing. 
Owing to a sliglit cold ^le ein- 
jseror's physicians prevailed upon him 
to abandon his intention of attending 
the finieral of Emperor Francis Joseph. 
The telegram says: 


"The German emperor refused to re- 
nounce his duty 
of 
bidding farewell, 
both personally and as supreme lord of 
the allied German 
forces 
to the de- 
ceased 
ruler. 
The 
emperor 
stayr-d 
rjuietly in prayer at the bier of Francis 
•Toseph. on which he laid a wreath. The 
emperor especially requested that no of- 
ficial reception be accorded him. 
Tiie 
day was thus devoted quietly to the 
memory of the decea-sed and to a talk 
with the young imperial couple with 
whom the emperor expressed an urgent 
desire to have a long visit in these earn 
est days.

but that evidence of the misappropria- 
tion of even much larger sums of mont v 
could be secured were it not for the 
fact that Bush, soon after taking pos-

office, ordered that all time books and 
time sheets be destroyed." 


The grand jury recommended a law 
making the destruction of books a crim- 
inal offense. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—Congress will be 
asked for another $3,500,000 appropriation 
for physical valuation of interstate rail- 
roads with a view to completion of all 
field operations In three years from next 
January, and wind up all of the work a 
year later, Charles A. Prouty, director of 
physical Valuation, announced today. Mr. 
Prouty said the total cost will be kept 
within the original estimate of $15,000,000 
to $20,000,-000. Valuation experts are at 
work in various parts of the country. 
Field work has been completed on the 
Boston & Maine, Rock Island & Pere 
Marquette, Union Pacific lines west of 
Salt Lake City, the Southern Pacific, ex- 
cept its New Mexico and Texas lines, and 
1.S nearly finished on the New Haven, 
Great Northern 
and Illinois 
Central. 
Work is well advanced on the Pennsyl- 
vania lines west 
of Pittsburg anji Is 
progressing on its lines east of Pittsburg, 
the Santa Fe, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul and other roads. 
So far reports 
have been made on less than five roads, 
all of less importance. 
It is expected 
that the Great Northern and Rock Island 
will be the first of the more important 
lines to be reported upon, although when 
that will be is not known.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—Latest

contraiiand, 
damages 
for which are to be awarded by diplo- 
matic negotiations. 
As there was no 
loss of life cr apparent violation of 
Germany's pledge, the case is not re- 
garded as alarming. 


The Chemung sailed from New York 
on November 
8 for Genoa and Naples, 
and stopped at Fayal, Azores, on No- 
vember 20. It was owned by the Harby 
Steamship company of New York, was 
bujlt In 1888 at Buffalo and was 327 
feet long and of 3,062 tons gross. 


Chicago, Nov. 29.—Fear of a renewed 
outbreak of the hoof and mouth disease 
in the central states was waning rapidly 
among live stock men here today. With 
encouraging reports from the suspected 
cattle 
in Kansas 
City local 
packers, 
traders and officials of the Union stock 
yards expressed a belief that the quaran- 
tine against cattle except for immediate 
slaughter from Kansas, Missouri. Ne- 
braska at the yards in Chicago and East 
St. Louis would be removed today. 


Action, however, was awaiting the re- 
port of Dr. S. E. Bennett, head of the 
United States bureau of animal industry 
in Chicago, who returned from Kansas 
City with cultures taken there. He said 
that while the tests could not be com- 
pleted until later in the day the indica- 
tions were encouraging. 
Arthur G. Leo- 
nard. president of the Union Stock Yards 
and Transit company, announced that the 
international live stock show will begin 
here Saturday as planned and that more 
than one-third of the exhibits have ar- 
rived in Chicago already and the 
mainder are on the way. 


"Extraordinary care is being taken to 
protect the exhibits," vsaid Bernard Heid, 
general manager. 
"We have no fears, 
realizing that the local quarantine is 
purely precautionary."

Turkey Market Breaks as 
Pittsburg Polk Refuse 
to Buy. 


NEW YORK BRINGS 
EGG PRICES DOWN 


War on High Prices Begins 
to Show Some 
Effect. 


Pittsburg, Pa., ISToy. 29.—With the 
public refusing to buy turkeys at high 
prices, the market here has suffered an- 
other sharp slump and prices today were 
as low as 18 cents a pound for the live 
fowla and a large supply on hand. Ship- 
pers who had sent many carloads and 
boatloads here expecting to sell their 
fowls for 35 cents a pound, live weight, 
found few buyers and they had to slash 
their quotations or find no takers. 


Some shipped their turkeys back io 
Ohio and West Virginia rather 
than 
Bell their birds at the low prices insist- 
ed on by the public. 
Others accepted 
what they could get. 
It is expectcd 
quotations will go still lower today. 


EGGS START TO PALL. 


New York, Nov. 29.—The price of 
told storage eggs at wholesale was one 
Xnd two cents lower than 
yesterday 
hiorning, when the egg boycott began. 
Eggs sold at 34 to 38 cents a dozen, ac- 
cording to grade. The average price for 
fresh eggs was 63 cents, a« compared 
with 65 cents at this time a year ago. 


Referring to 
the 
boycott the Pro- 
ducers' Price Current says: 


"The demand (for eggs) is,naturally 
restricted by the high price ruling and 
by an abnormal effect of boycott and 
newspaper agitation, but the requii'e- 
ments.of fine, fresh stock are sufficient 
to absorb the small supply of such avail- 
able at firm prices. 


Some of the wholesale dealers as- 
serted that the boycott would play into 
the hands of foreign buyers. 
They said 
tha.t men who want eggs for export are 
waiting for a reduction in prices. 
An 
official daily report issued for the bene- 
fit of produce dealers said: 
"Storage 
eggs are lower under a reduction of 
speculative support and a 
disposition 
on the part of distributing trade to 
hold off and use the stock on hand." Tlie 
housewives league today continued ac- 
tive missionary'" work to, discourage the 
use of eggs. One method is an endless 
chain of telephone appeals. One woman 
called up twenty-five of her friends, ask- 
ed them to abstain from eggs for two 
weeks and then asked each of these 
twenty-five to call twenty-five of her 
women friends and deliver the same 
message.

Cochrane went to Moberly, Mo., last 
summer to a carnival.

as a movie actor, and found little trou- 
ble in winning favor. He persuaded het 
to come to Chicago, caused her downfall 
and forced her into a life of shame, she 
told federal authorities when the couple 
were taken into ciistody last month on 
a Mann act charge.

brother-in-law, persuaded the authori- 
ties to let him take her 
back home.

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Sites for Public 
Buildings. 


The Y. M. C. A. committee has, after much study and prolonged 
Investigation, made a definite recommendation for the purchase of the 
prafc-eiDt site of Hope hospital at Barr and East Washington streets as 
a location for the new Fort Wayne Young Men's Christian a,ssocia- 
tion building. In all respects it is perhaps the most admirable site 
available when one takes into account its location in the down-town 
district, its proximity to Calhoun street and the proportion of the 
pledged fund which sound judgment dictated as properly available 
for the purchase of a location. We trust the convention hall location 
committee when it shall address itself to its task shall be as happy 
in the performance of the no small job which will confront it. 


For it might as well be recognized that the choosing of the proper 
site for the convention hall presents some complexities not present in 
the case of the Y, M. C. A. To begin with, the tract mtist be larger, 
its proximity to the center of the city's activities is quite as desirable, 
there must be closer attention to available transportation facilities, 
the element of parking space for automobiles intervenes, and, finally 
thti available funds make it imperative that the price paid must not 
only not be excessive for the property purchased, but that it must, be 
kept within limits proportionate to the total fund provided for site 
and building. It need not necessarily be so near Calhoun street as is 
the Barr and Washington location, but it must not be too far removed 
from that thoroughfare. It must not be placed at a point where rail- 
roao. tracks will make approach perilous to the great crowds that will 
make use of it, even at the invitation of low-priced site or proximity 
of parking area for the ever-present automobile. It must be easily 
accessible by the car lines. The location of Fort Wayne's new con- 
vention hall is tremendously important, and it is a question to which 
every citizen may well address himself seriously. 
Your idea might 
be of distinct value, and inasmuch as you are to be a partner in the 
new enterprise, any suggestions you may have to offer will be dis- 
tinctly in order. 


It is beginning to be apparent that Indiana champions of the 
liquor business are going to find it extremely difficult to find any po- 
litical party whatever with which it can line up in an effort to save 
ithe saloon to such sections of the state as have not already ousted it.

Two Months Bring in But 
$20,000 to Federal 
Treasury. 


Washin^on, Nov. 29.—The new fed- 
eral inheritance tax has begun to bring 
money into the federal treasury. There 
is now to the credit of this tax $20,000. 
It was estimated when the law was 
passed last summer by congress that its 
annual yield would be $20,000,000. Ten 
montlis remain to teil whether this es- 
timate will prove correct. 


Representative 
Hull, 
of 
Tennessee, 
framer of both the income tax and the 
inheritance tax laws, says the inherit- 
ance tax law will yield $75,000,000 a 
year. Mr. Hull cited an instance where 
the governmeiA lost $10,000,000 when 
Mrs. Ifetty Green died in New York. 
Her 
will was probated in Vermont, 
where there is no state inheritance tax. 
She left $100,000,000 to her son. 
Had 
the law been in effect at the date of 
her death the government, would have 
collected $10,000,000 on the inheritance 
tax. 


Income of $900,000,000. 


Mr. Hull, says tho government next 
year will collect $250,000,000 on the in- 
come taxes, personal and corporation. 
It collected $124,000,000 this year. Thfl 
taxes on personal incomes werei doubled 
last summer by congress. 
The income 
taxes and the inheritance tax should 
yield next year, he estimates, more than 
$325,000,000. 
The .other internal taxes 
—revenues mainly—and the miscellane- 
ous receipts by the 
government from 
various sources, amounting this year to 
more than $500,000,000, should bring re- 
ceipts by the government from thes» 
sources up to about $900,000,000. 


The government is on an expenditure 
basis of about $1,400,000,000 a year be- 
cause of increased array,and navy ex- 
penditures due to demands for predared- 
ness. 
The customs revenue may bring 
in the required, additional $500,000,000, 
but these customs receipts have fallen 
below'the estimates this year.

Northwest Railroads Will 
Send 16,500 Carriers 
Into Service. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—Rail- 
roads of the northwest have agreed to 
aid the campaigrn for relief of the coun- 
try-wide car shortage by putting about 
16,500 of their ore cars in the coal car- 
rj'ing serv'lce. This was announced here 
last night by the American Railway 
association's conference committee on 
car efnciencj\ 
The ore cars will be 
used on the Chicago & Northwestern 
and the Soo lines and their immediate 
connections, releasing "a large number 
of regular coal cars now in this terri- 
ton' for the general commercial use. 


During the day the committee an- 
nounced that all roads having on their 
lines more box cars than they them- 
selves own had been ordered to move 
the excess, loaded or empty, toward 
lines which have fewer cars than they 
own. Within the last week orders for 
the return to their owners of coal and 
fruit cars have been issued. 


The committee made public a state- 
ment of box -car locations on Nov. 1, 
showing large excesses on some roads 
and deficiencies on others. 
The Penn- 
sylvania headed the list of the former 
with 30,963 more cars than its owns; 
the Boston & Maine had an excess of 
11,118; Southern, 8,496; New Haven, 
7,520; 
New 
York 
Central, 
9,723; 
Erie, 6,219; Philadelphia 
& 
Reading, 
6,054, and Chesapeake & Ohio, 6,556. 


Officials of the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern railways appeared be-

Federal Reserve 
Board's 
Admonition is Not Well 
Received There. 


London, Nov. 29.—Financial circles in 
London were surprised by the warning 
sent out by the American federal re- 
serve board cautioning banks not to in- 
vest their liquid assets too heavily In the 
British treasury notes about to be ottered 
in the American market and at the first 
Impression It was a disagreeable sur- 
prise. 
Prominent financiers declined to 
comment on the warning, at least until 
they had given it farther consideration. 


The general feeling among business 
men here is that the entente allies are 
such good 
customers of 
the United 
States that they can reasonably expect 
all accommodations in methods of pay- 
ment and also Great Britain's 
financial 
standing remains so high that all classes 
of government securities should be ac- 
cepted in America even under the pres- 
ent circumstances about as readily as 
American securities could be taken here. 
There has been a certain amount of 
criticism both 
in parliament 
and by 
financial 
writers 
of the government's 
policy in meeting obligations by large 
issues of treasury bills, but the criticism 
was based on the argument that the gov- 
ernment was paying a higher rate of in- 
terest than the standing of its credit 
necessitated and that 
large issues of 
treasury bills tended to depreciate the 
prices of other securities.

Nov. 29.—Retail 
prices of foods in the United States as 
a whole advanced three per cent from 
September 15 to October 15, making a 
16 per cent Increase for twelve months, 
as shown In reports compiled today by 
the bureau of labor statistics. 
The fig- 
ures came from 725 retail dealers 
in 
forty-five principal 
industrial 
cities. 
In the thirty days covered in the re- 
ports, meats declined in price from 1 
to 6 per cent, but all other articles 
given except tea, coffee and rice, ad- 
vanced from 1 per cent for hens to 6 
per cent for butter, bread and sugar 
and 11 per cent for eggs. 


«Relative changes of a number of ar- 
ticles during the month, putting the 


average 1915 prices at 100 per feent, are 
given as follows: 


Decreases—Sirloin steak 3 per cent, 
round steak 4 per cent, rib roasts 3 per 
cent, chuck roast 2 per cent, plate boil- 
ing beet 1 per cent, pork chops 6 per 
cent, iham no change. 


Price Increases—Smoked bacon 1 per 
cent, lard 5 per cent, eggs 11 per cent, 
butter 6 per cent, cheese 5 per cent, 
milk 3 per cent, bread 6 per cent, flour 
11 per cent, corn meal 4 per cent, pota- 
toes 4 per cent, onions 4 per cent, beans 
2 per cent, sugar 6 per cent. 


Tables give price increases for twelve 
months show potatoes lead all foods 
with an Increase of 75 per cent and 
beans next with 55 per cent.

tion covering a period of years and train- 
ing them for the gridiron as men ar© 
trained in laboratories and class rooms 
for professional careers. 
O'Donnell al- 
ready has his program worked out and 
immediately after th© Christmas vaca- 
tions h© will begin his work as all-year 
coach. 


Heretofore Purdu© football men, most 
of them green when they come to th© 
university and devoid of football knowl- 
edge^ hav© been drilled only during th© 
football season and a few weeks in the 
spring. 
Under the O'Donnell plan their 
instruction will begin in January and ex- 
tend through th© winter and spring until 
th© university closes in June. 
Then, in 
September, when the season starts, they 
will have mastered the fundamentals of 
the game and will b© ready for team 
practice. 
O'Donnell regards this system 
as essential at Purdu© becaus© of the 
fact that most of th© candidates for 'var- 
sity elevens ar© men who hav© had prac- 
tically no previous experience.

Beginning early in January, the candi- 
dates for th® 1917 team at Purdue will 
hav© a short period of Instruction every 
week day.

The candidates will have work 
three days of each week in th© live stock 
pavilion, where they will be taught to 
handle the ball, tackle, block, dodge, pass 
the ball, receive punts, run them back 
and- perform other fundamental tasks so 
essential to successful football. Two days 
each week the candidates will all work 
out on th© running track on Stuart field.

In addition to the track work and the 
instructipn in the live stock pavilion, the 
candidates will hav© blackboard drill and 
lectures, which will acquaint them with 
the science of the gridiron game.

Elmer Oliphant of West Point Is to 
football of 1916 what Mahan was in 1915, 
Brlckley In 1914, Ted Coy in 1907, Ecker- 
sall In 1905 and Heston of 1903. 


Oliphant la Uncle Sam's greatest grid- 
iron star of all time. 
As halfback on tjh© 
Cadet eleven this year he outclassed all 
players on his team and was the greatest 
scoring machine of th© year. 


Oliphant's football car.eer has been re- 
markable.. He is playing In his fifth year 
of college ball and has two more years 
to play. 
This Is because ihe was ap- 
pointed 
to West 
Point 
after he 
had 
graduated at Purdue, where h© was the 
mainstay of athletics for three years. 


It was in the coal mines of southern 
Indiana that Oliphant built up the mag- 
nificent physique which has made him 
the most feared man In football, and 
earned money so he could go to college. 


As a son of a coal miner, with ambi- 
tion to secure an education. Oliphant had 
to work to earn his way when he de- 
cided to enter Purdue university. 


H© went down Into the coal mines and 
worked side by side with the hardened 
miner of th© southern Indiana coal dis- 
trict until h© had raised funds for a 
start In college. 
In summer 
vacation 
periods he returned to the mines to earn 


enough to carry him through the next 
college term. 


At Purdue, handicapped by playing on 
a weait team and with little or no sup- 
port, he played the kind of football that 
secured him a plac© for two years on 
the All-Western team and favorabl© men- 
tion by Walter Camp for th© mythical 
All-American eleven. 


After his graduation at Purdue, Oll- 
phant received the appointment from his 
district to West Point. 


At Uncle Sam's school he has achieved 
honors never before attained by a West 
Pointer. 
He has won four athletic let- 
ters, the first time this has ever been 
don© at th© army school, taking honors 
in football, baseball, basketball and track. 


It is possible for Oliphant to win only I 
one other letter at West Point and he la 
now preparing to try for the hockey team 
this winter. 


During the 1916 season Oliphant scored 
112 points, almost half of the 234 points 
scored by his team. 


He is credited with 13 touchdowns, 22 
goals from touchdown and 4 field goals. 


Oliphant scored 45 of the Army's 60 
points in th© Villa Nova game, made it 
possible for Army to defeat Notre Dame, 
the hardest gam© on th© schedule, and 
almost single-handed defeated th© Nav^, 
piling up 9 points in th© opening quarter 
with a 90-yard run and two line bucks 
for a touchdown, and a kick from place- 
ment. 


The big blonde halfback has two more 
years to play at West Point, which must 
be very soothing to th© Navy. 


bo trained and developed. Nobody in the 
east thinks of making a football player 
out of a man in less than two years, 
unless he gets hold o{ a genius. 
Genius 
Is rare and you can't depend upon it to 
make your team. 
You have got to work 
and work hard. 
This year we had no 
quarterback at all after Hake got hurt. 
Hum© never played quarterback in h(g 
lif© until th© second to the last game 
on our schedule. And yet we had to use 
him for we had nobody else." 


Not Discouraoed. 


Purdue's failure this season has 
not 
surprised nor discouraged the new coach 
in the least 
He says he fully expected 
it. At no time during the season did the 
Boilermaker instructor make a 
predic- 
tion that his team would win a gam©. 
He Is confident, however, that by building 
for the future he can develop 'winning 
teams at Purdue. 
That he is to be given 
a chance is certain, for O'Donnell stands 


equally well with faculty, students and 
alumni. 
President Stone is known to be 
heartily In accord with O'Donnell's meth- 
ods, and Professor Cutts, head of th© 
department of physical education, is giv- 
ing him the heartiest co-operation. 
It is 
unusual to see such harmony prevailing 
at Purdue after such a really disastrous 
season. 


It is known that the O'Donnell plan of 
all-year football instruction contemplates 
even more than the work already referred 
to. 
In th© spring, after the candidates 
have had the benefit of nearly 
three 
months' work In developing speed and 
football skill, two teams will bo organ- 
ized, one by O'Donnell, the other by 
Professor Cutts. 
These teams will be 
separated one from the other and given 
different sets of "signals. 
The signals of 
one team will nSt be known to the other 
team. 
Then after they have been thor- 
oughly 
Instructed 
they 
will 
compete 


against each other in actual combat. This 
will be spring 
training of 
the most 
beneficial kind. 
When fall comes and the 
football season opens, O'Donnell and his 
assistants will have a squad of experi- 
enced men with which to work out the 
problem o? picking a winning team.

ducers' Price Current says: 


"The demand (for eggs) is.naturally 


restricted by the high price ruling and 
by an abnormal effect of boycott and 
newspaper agitation, but the require- 
ments ,of fine, frcflh stock aro sufficient 
to absorb the small supply of such avail- 
able at firm prices. 


Some of the wholesale dealers as- 


serted that the boycott would play into 
the hands of foreign buyers. They said 
that men who want eggs for export are 
waiting for «. reduction in prices. 
An 


official daily report issued for the bene- 
fit of produce dealers said: "Storage 
eggs are lower under a reduction of 
speculative support and a disposition 
on the part of distributing trade to 
hold off and use the stock on hand." The 
housewives league today continued ac- 
tive missionary work to,discourage the 
use of eggs. One method is an endless 
chain of telephone appeals. One woman 
called up twenty-five of her friends, ask- 
ed, them to abstain from eggs for two 
weeks and then asked each of these 
twenty-five to call twenty-five of her 
women friends and deliver the same 
message.

'district, its proximity to Calhoun street and the proportion of the 
pledged fund which sound judgment dictated as properly available 
lor the purchase of a location.
